Due to gravity, thsse gases condense, 
and the heat .given out in condensa-

SEIGNIORY CLUB, Lucerne-in-Quebec— Providing a splendid : 
example of how friendly /and efficient an international 
amateur sporting event can be, the eighth annual Intercollegiate, 
Winter Sports Union Championships have come to a close at the 
Seignior.v Club, Lucerne-in-Quebec. Good fellowship and friend- 
ly rivalry were characteristic of the meeting, for though each 
event was keenly contested the spirit of sportsmanship was of a 
high and cheerful standard throughout, , and the contestants have 
departed to their respective col-

By a respectable and creditable mar- 
gin the Dartmouth College team, with 
thirty poUits, cai>tured. for the second 
consecutive year the Intercollegiate 
tltte and retained the Dartmouth Tro- 
phy, emblematic of winter sports su- 
premacy, for the cjilcgo that present- 
ed It for intemaUouai conioetltlon. 
McG.iU. University plawd fccond wUh 
twenty-slx polnts Jti'ilVo .'Inal stand- 
ing, makl ngt^t heit be st showing of any 
Canadian '^SmrJIfand the University 
of New Ilanipshirc finished third with 
twenty- two. ' ' \ 

With fewer competllor.s, ou'. inakins, 
nevertheless, a good showing, St. Pat- 
rick's College and Ottawa University 
took fourth aiid fifth jjlaccs wlUi ten 
and nine points respectively, and fu- 
ture intercollegiate events slioulcl sec 
them make a' strong bid for first place 
honours. Bowdoin ColIcEe, Brunswick, 
Maine, with but a single representa- 
tive, managed . to ' 'ohtQi- ' the ■ scoring 
column and take sixth place In the 
combined standing. Two ski men from 
Norwich University. Northfleld. Ver- 
mont, were handicapped by not having 
had as much training or competitive 
experience as theii- fellows. 

Dartmouth Skaters Win 
" Jack Shea, , a member of the 1932 
United States Olympic speed skating 
team, and L. E. Wakefield, a capable 
fancy skater, played a large part in 
the Dartmouth victory,, for they com- 
pletely 'dominated all skating evehts; 
and with Lawrence .Goldthwalt, who 
placed second in both speed skating 
races, amassed twenty-two of the 
Dartmoutli point total of thirty. 

Showing the benefit of their recent 
experience at St. Moritz, Switzerland,' 
whore they competed against O.xford, 
<< Cambridge and other European Uni- 
versities in downhill, slalom and cross-': 
country ski racing, the McGlll Unlver-; 
slty ski team made twenty-two points 
In the ski events. McGill men placed 
one, two, three in the slalom, first in 
the ski^ jumping, fii'st in the cross- 
country, and third in the combined 
Jumping and;crass-country event. The 
downliiU race was' the only ski event' 
in which the McGill athletes failed to' 
score and that w.os won by Eddie Blood, 
expert and versatile ski man from the 
University of New Hampshire.

One of the main advantages of iden- 
tification by means of fingerprints was 
stressed as being the fact that the 
small ridges that protect the sweat 
glands and form the fingerprints rise 
from the second layer of skin 'and thus 
never wear oitt.
